per may be introduced into the human 
organism by means of electricity. 


The process consists of passing a 


weak • current through two • electrodes 
soaked with a solution of sulphate.of 
copper, the electrodes being P'jiced on 
the -skin of the patient.

It Is thus possible to introduce five 


to ten centigrammes of metallic cop- 
per dally, eventually «aturatlng the 
organism to such a degree that the 
bones become metallic and the skin 
takes on a -bronze blue.

parsnips 
by 


cooking them with po- 
tatoes, serving them with 


butter and milk, making what Is 
called a ^cottage diah." 


The parsnip la rich lu sugar and 


mineral salts, which makes'It a desir- 
able vegetable. 
. The parsnip Is usually scrubbed, and 
when It is to be fried, cooked In boil- 
tag water, then skinned, cut In halves 
and fried in butter until brown. Some 
cooks, cook the parsnip In acidulated 
water before frying to remove some 
of the flavor, though that to many Is 
the chief charm ~of the vegetable. In 
almost all cases It. Is best to. boil the 
parsnip before further. Booking. 


Parsnip Patties.—Boll four parsnips 


until tender, remo've the skin' and 
mash, seasoning well with butter, salt 
and pepper; form into flat cakes, roll 
In flour and fry In a small amount of 
fat until brown on both sides. 


Fried Parsnips.—Cook the desired 


number of parsnips until tender In boil- 
tog acidulated water; drain, remove 
the skin and cut into, halves. Fry a 
golden brown in pork fat and serve 
with pork chops or bacon. 


The vegetables may be creamed, pre- 


pared as soup, or served as fritters. 
The latter Is one of the most liked 
methods of sen-ing. Cook the parsnips, 
mash after removing the skin, season 
well, mold in a teaspoon and drop Into 
fritter batter and fry a golden brown 
in deep fat. 
' Buttered .Parsnips.—Cook two good- 
sized parsnips in boiling salted water 
after peeling and slicing; when ten- 
der, drain and sprinkle with flour and 
.salt and pepper, then fry in a hot 
well-buttered pan. 


Cream of Parsnip Soup.—Scrub the 


parsnips well, and cook in a small 
amount of water; save this liquid, add 
milk, salt and cayenne. Thicken with 
a' tablespoonful. of flour and butter 
cooked together aittd serve very hot 
with croutons.

Jesus entered freely Into the common 


social customs of the day. 
We sea 


Him at a wedding, a dinner party, In 
the home of sickness, and at a funeral. 
He was truly a man among men. He 
was unlike John the Baptist In this 
respect. 
The Christian's influence Is 


best when mingling with his fellow- 
men In all right relations and positions 
in life, even though selfish anil evil- 
minded persons are found 
among 


them. This does not mean that he 
should" be a partaker of their evil 
deeds. Jesus hi thus moving hi all 
circles of human society showed the 
divine sympathy. While'Jesus was In 
society he was not of it. So should 
'the Christian be. Jesus was In a com- 
pany outwardly courteous but inward- 
ly hostile. Doubtless the motive of the 
invitation was to find an occasion 
against Him. This is Implied In the 
statement "they watched Him." 


II. 
Jesus Healing a Dropsical Man 


(w. 2-6). 


1. Why This Man Was Present (v.2). 


There Is no way of absolutely de- 
termining it, but likely It was part of 
a plot of the Pharisees to trap Jesus 
by getting Hun to violate the Sabbath 
rules. 


2. Jesus' Question (v. 3). Jesus' 


question was an answer to the thoughts 
of the; lawyers acid Pharisees who 
were watching Him,'for they had not 
spoken. Before healing this man He 
submitted the case 'to their judgment. 
They were free on the Sabbath day to 
hold a feast wltere their selfish pride 
and vanity could be displayed, but they, 
were horrified that a fellow-man should 
be healed on the Sabbath. They were 
silent because their consciences made 
them ashamed of their heartlessness. 


3. Healing toe; Man (v. 4); While 


they were to'a state of embarrassment 
Jesus* healed the man and let him go. 


4. Jesus Rebuked Them (w. 5, 6). 


He laid bare their hypocrisy by snow- 
Ing them that their willingness to show 
mercy to a beast on the Sabbath should 
induce them to regard .as not sinful 
to. relieve a human being of distress on 
the Sabbath. They were again silent; 
for • they perceived their^ inconsistency 
and Inhumanity. '

In the 
homes even members of the' same fam- 
ily will try to get the best food, etc. ; 


2. 
Instruction Given (vv. 8-11). 


When -bidden to a feast, take the low- 
est place lest you suffer the humilia- 
tion of .being asked to take a lower 
seat. This is .more than a lesson on 
courtesy or table manners; it is a 
severe rebuke of that selfishness which 
fills the human heart, causing it to seek 
to be ministered to instead of minister- 
ing to others. Unselfishness will ex- 
press Itself in humbly taking the low- - 
est. place, esteeming others better than 
ourselves. .The fundamental principle 
of the philosophy" governing, the moral 
world, Jesus declares to be: "Whoso- 
ever exaiteth himself shall be abased, 
and he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted." 


IV. The True Motive In Deeds of 


Charity (w. 12:14). 


Jesus takes advantage of this social 


occasion to teach a great principle. 
The Jews, like many of the rich today, 
made social dinner occasions for dis- 
play. . They Invited only those whose 
wealth would enable them to recom- 
pense them by inviting them hi return. 
Jesus took note of the seiflshness thus 
displayed and set forth to them tho 
right principle, namely, that they 
should extend their hospitality to the 
poor and afflicted. All charitable deeds 
should be done with unselfish motives. 
Jesus assured them that compensation 
would be made at tho resurrection of 
the just. This does not mean that 
friends and neighbors of certain rank 
should never exchange pleasant hos- 
pitalities. Wealth should.be used to 
confer blessings upon the, poor and 
needy Instead of ministering to th« 
pride and vanity of the possessor.

Judge McPhersou dismissed surety 


of the peace charges preferred against 
Mrs. Grace B. Leutz by hen husband.

He left the hospital 
after a few weeks, but had~tiardly 
regained his liberty when he went to 
court and sued the farmer^who had 
saved his life for the restitution of 
the hospital expenses, as. he stated, It 


Cut the Rope. 


was by an unwanted interference ,of 
the farmer that his leg was broken. 


The first court decided the case ia 


favor of the- prosecutor, because it was 
proved that the farmer had caused the 
injury by cutting the rope. But the 
Superior court quashed the first sen- 
tence and acquitted the farmer. 


Announcing his decision, the presid-^ 


ing judge said that the prosecutor was 
under no obligation of gratitude, as 
the farmer had hardly done him a 
service by recalling him into the 
wretched existence, which is the lot of 
so many Austrians nowadays. But, 
from the point of view of a citizen, 
the farmer had acted correctly. 
It 


was his duty as a Christian to free 
the man from the rope. If the peasant 
had done it in a negligent way he 
would be responsible for the injury. 
But such negligence was not proved. 
It was an impossibility for the peasant 
to climb into the tree to cut the rope 
and stand underneath to catc'»i the 
man at the same time.

Club Women nd Girl* Encouraged to Develop Unusual Packs of Meat and 
'

{Prepared by the United- State* Department 


of Agriculture.) 


In order to use materials which 


grow la their own vicinity, club wom- 
en and girls in* the South have been, 
encouraged to develop- unusual packs 
of ir.eat and vegetable or fish 'and 
* "vegetable combinations, 1n which they 


can incorporate home-grown garden 
products according to standard recipes 
available from the United States De- 
partir.ent of Agriculture. 
Particular 


attention has been given to the de- 
velopment 'of dishes characteristic of 
certain districts or states and popular 
locally, which would at the same time 
permit the use of surplus meats and 
vegetables. By using recipes calling 
for veal or in which veal could take 
the place of other meats, surplus 
dairy calves, too expensive to |eed, 
could 'be profitably disposed of. The 
same has been the case with cull 
chickens 
and 
surplus 
vegetables. 


Some of the canned "one-piece-meals" 
taught-to the club girls by extension 


agents are "Dixie burgoo," originat- 
ing in Kentucky; "pine bark fish 
stew" from South Carolina; "Bruns- 
wick stew," coming from Virginia; 
chicken, '.crab and shrimp "gumbos" 
of Louisiana, also "shrimp jamba- 
laya," and several combinations of 
vegetables with .chicken, used in Okla- 
homa. They are put up wherever the 
necessary Ingredients can be obtained 
locally. "?n many cases the club girls 
must maintain . gardens to grow the 
vegetables they expect to can. 


The home demonstration .club of 


Pinellas county, Florida! recently re- 
ported that in one day's "canning bee" 
the club members had prepared ~ 
different products, not one of which 
competed with the ordinary cannery 
output. A South Carolina woman re- 
ported that during nine nionths fol- 
lowing the first meat-canning demon- 
stration in her district she had put 
up 1,600 cans of meat and vegetable 
combinations, and had orders for 1,000 
more.,. •

HARD TO DETERMINE 


Farmer in Field Requires More 


Than the Office Man. 


Important to Acquire Liking for All 


Kinds of Wholesome Dishes and 


Eating Reasonable Amount 


Without Being Greedy. 


(Prepared by. the United^ States Department • 


of Agriculture.) 


It is very hard for a housekeeper. to 


know exactly how much of each of the 
food substances or nutrients her fam- 
ily needs or exactly how much of 
each she is giving -them. The exact 
amount each person needs depends 
upon nge, sex, size, and amount of 
work done with the muscles. 
An 


elderly person, or one of quiet habits, 
needs less food than a vigorous, young 
one; a large person more than a, 
small one;. a man more than a woman; 
grown persons more than, children; 
and a farmer in the hayfield, a me- 
chanic, or a football player more than 
a man who sits at his desk all day. 


In order to calculate exactly how 


much starch' sugar, fat, protein, etc. 
(or, what is equivalent to this, how 
much protein and energy the .family 
needs, one > would have to* know ex- 
actly how* much muscular work each 
member performs, how much of the 
different nutrients ea«h food contains, 
and how much each person eats. This, 
of course, would mean a great deal of 
figuring. 
Fortunately, 
such 
exact- 


ness is not necessary in ordinary life. 
If a little too much or too little of one 
nutrient is provided at a single meal 
or on a single day a healthy body 
does not suffer, because it has ways 
of storing such a surplus_and of us= 
Ing its stored material in an emer- 
gency. The danger would come if the 


taken week in and week out al- 


ways provided too much or too little 
of some one nutrient. 
Against this 


danger the housekeeper 
can more 


"f easily protect her family. 


Habit and custom help greatly, be- 


cause they usually are based on what 
the experience of generations has 
proved is wise and healthful, though, 
of course, there are bad habits and 
outgrown customs in food as in every- 
thing else. 
Good food habits include 


more tfian cleanliness and order in 
everything that has to do with food 


* and meals and leisurely ways of cat- 


Ing. 
Equally important are a liking 


for all kinds of wholesome foods, 
even if they have not always 'been used 
in one's home or neighborhood, and 
eating reasonable amounts without be- 
ing either too greedy or ovcrdainty. 
Every effort should be made to train 
children in good food habits. If older 
persons have not learned them, they, 
loo, should try to do so, for .such 
things are very important, not only 
to health, but also to economy.

refuse to eat some wholesome dish 
simply because one Is not accustomed 
to It 'may prevent' the use of some 
very desirable and economical food.

CEREALS MADE STAPLE DIET 


Available Almost Everywhere, Easy to 


Store and Transport and Are 


Quite Cheap. 


Cereals and cereal preparations are 


the staple of the diet the world over 
because they are available almost ev 
erywhere, are easy.to store and trans 
port,- and are relatively cheap, says 
the United State^ Department of Ag- 
riculture. Cereal- foods provide pro- 
tein and energy in about the proper 
tions needed by the body. Their pro- 
tein is, however, of "such kind that it 
needs to be supplemented by that of 
meat, poultry, fish', eggs, milk and 
cheese. When made from the whole 
grains, cereal foods also supply" some 
mineral substances and vitamines. A 
diet containing large proportions of re- 
fined cereal, foods must be stfpplement- 
ed by plenty of dairy products, vegeta- 
bles, and fruits. The various kinds ot 
cereals used in the diet differ little 
in fuel value; rice, wheat flour, and 
cornmeal, for example, all yield about 
1,600 calories to the pound.
